O.S.R. 866.—la e,Terciw of ibe powers conferred by sub- 
(oction (X) of section 642 read with clause (d) of sub-section 
((1) of »ecHr>n 209 of the Coiiipanies Act, 1956 (1 of J956), 
(hereinafter referred to a* the Act), the Central CovcrnriTent 
hetoby males the following rules, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(a) These rule* may 
be called the Cost Accounting Records (Milt Foodj Rules, 
1986. 

(bj They ahall come info lorce on (he dale of their pub- 
licatiOB in the official Gazette. 

2, Application.—(1) These i ules *haH apply to every 
company engaged in the production, procetsing or nianufac- 
turc of mill food as malted milt food, erorgy food or food 
drinlc under any brand name excepting ibose companies 
falling under the category of “Small Scale Industrial Units”. 

(2) Exrlanation.~For the purpose of this rule, the ex¬ 
pression ‘Small Scale Industrial Unit’ means any Industrial 
uodertaling resistcred with the Directorate of Industries or 
Small Sciue Jndiutriea. as the ca*c may be, of the State 
Government in respect of which the investment in plant and 
siachinery is not in excess of iwenty lacs of rupees in value. 

(3) For the purpose of these rules, ‘Milk. Food' means 
any food pvodiiccd by mixing whole milk, partly skimmed 
milk Or milk powder with around barely malt or any other 
mailed cereal grain, wheat flour or any other cereal flour or 
malt extract, with or without addition of flavouring agents 
and spices edible common salt, sodium or potassium bicar¬ 
bonate. minerals and vitamins, cocoa powder, sugar or sweet 
cning agents or other edible material. 


3. Maintenance of Records.—(IJ Fvery company to which 
these rules apply shall, (in icspect of each of its) from the 
first financial year commencing (on/or) after the commence¬ 
ment of these rules, keep (proper) books of account con¬ 
taining, (inter-alia) the particular* itpccifled in Schedule I and 
Schedule II anne.xed to these rule* or in a form as near 
thereto as practicable, relating to the ufili'Utiou of nialerials, 
labour and other item* of co.st in so as these arc applicable 
to milk food refeirccl to in rule 2. 

(2) Provided that if the said company is manufacturing any 
other pioduct(s) or is engaged in other activities in addition 
to items referred to in rule 2. the particular* relating to 
utilisation of materials, labour and other items of cost in so 
far a.s they are applicable to such other product* or activi¬ 
ties. shall not be included in the co*t of the items referred 
to in rule 2. 

(3) The books of aceounf refened to in lub-rule (I) shall 
he maintained in .such a manner ;is to make it possible to 
calculate the cost of production and cost of sale- of the milt 
food for eveiy quarter of the financial year (hereinafter re¬ 
ferred to as the relevant period) as well as for the entire 
financial year from the particulars entered therein and every 
such book of account and the proformance specified in Sche¬ 
dule n shall be completed not later than ninety day* from 
the do.sing of the financial year of the company to which 
they relate. 

(4) It .shall be the duty of every pcr.sor, referred to in 
sub-section (6) and suh-seetion ft) of section 209 of the 
Companies .Act, 1956 (] of 19.56) to take all reasonable steps 
to secure comrliance by the conip;in\ with the provisions of 
sub-nilcs fl) (2) and (3) in the same manner as he is liable 
lo miiintaln accounts under S'lb-section (1) of section 209 of 
the Act. 

t5) Statistical and other records shall also be mamtam- 
cd in compliance with the provisions of Schedules T and II 
which shall be such ns to enable the company to exercise as 
far a.s possible, control over the various operations and costs 


With a view to achieving optimum economic* in co«t* and 
provide the necomaiy data required by the co»t auditor to 
suitably report on all the points referred to in Coit Audit 
(Report) Rules, 1968, at amended from time to lime. Such 
records ahall be reconciled with the return* submitted to the 
Exc«e Department, Director General of Technical Deve¬ 
lopment and other autborltte* from time to time. 

4, Penalty.—If a company contravenes the piovi«ious of 
rale 3, the company and every officer who i» in default in¬ 
cluding the pci-soni referred to in sub-rule (4) of rule 3 shall 
subject to the provisions of section 209 of the Cotnpanias 
Act, 1956 (1 of 1956) be punishable with fine, which may ex¬ 
tend to five hundred rupee* and where the contravention i» 
a continuing one. with a further fine which may extend to 
fifty rupees for evciy day after the first day during ivhich 
such contravention continue*.

3(7). Research k DevclopmentlQuality contiul expeusca,— 
Proper records showing details of expenses if any, incurred 
by the company for research and development work on milk 
food according to the nature, namely development of pro¬ 
ducts, existing and new; processes of manufacture, existing 
and now; design and development of new plant facilities; and 
market research for the e-xisting anj new products shalf be 
maintained separately, WTiere the utility of such work 
extends over more than one financial year, such expenses 
shall be treated as deferred expenses and charged to cost 
of production of milk food and other products on a reason¬ 
able basis and applied cousistently.

5. Depreciation.—5(1). Proper records shail he maintained 
showing the cost and other particulars of fixed assets in 
respect of which depreciation is to be provided. Tnese re¬ 
cords shall, inter alia, indicate the cost of each item of 
asset including installation charges, if any, the dme of 
installation and rate of dep.eciation. In respect of tnosa 
assets, the original cost of which cannot he as-ertaineJ 
without any unreasonable expendhure Or delay, the valuation 
show in the books on the first day ot finimcial year 
beginning on or after the commencement of these rules 
shall be taken as the book value.

Depreciation chargeable to the dift'ient cost centres and de- 
paiiments shall be not less than the amount of depreciation 
chargeable in accordance with the provisions of sub-section 
(2) ot Section 205 of the Act. and shall relate to plant, 
machinery and other fixed assets utilised in such cost cen¬ 
tres and departments. In the case of assets or groups of 
assets on which depreciation is wiitten off at the rate of 
hundred per cent in the relevant year otherwise than as 
provided for in the Income Tux Act, 1961 (43 of 1961) and 
rules made thereunder, such depreciation shall be spread over 
the number of years during which benefit is derived from 
such assets or group of such assets. In case the amount 
of depreciation charged in the cost records in any finon ial 
year is higher than the amount of depreciation chargeable 
under the aforesaid provisions of the Act, the amount so 
charged in excess shall be indicated cle.aily in the cost re¬ 
cords.

Such records shall be kept 
separately In respect of each party. The bas's of changing 
such amounts including one time payments, to the products 
shall be Indicated In the cost records. 

7. Packing 

7(1), Proper records shall he maintained .showing the pusn- 
tity and cost of various packing materials such as glass jars, 
tins, refill cartons, corrugated paper sheets and boxes and for 
wages and other extienses incurred in packing of different 
sizes of packs adopted for marketing of milk food. If such 
packing materials are manufactiiied by the company, proper 
records showing the cost of production of such itetns shall be 
maintained. 
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7. (2). Where packing expenses are incurred commohJy for 
milic food and other products the basis of apportionment of 
such expenses shall be equitable and clearly indicated in the 
cost records and applied consistently. 

7(3). Separate records of special expenses incurred on ex¬ 
port packing in respect of milx food shall be mainta.ned and 
exhibited in the relevant cost of sales statement for exports, 
as shown in Schedule II of the rules. 

8 . Other Overheads 

8(1). Proper records shall bq. maintained showing the vari¬ 
ous items of expenses compiising overheads. These expenses 
shall be analysed, classified and grouped into work, aUmmis- 
tiation, distribution and selling overheads. Where the com¬ 
pany is engaged in the manufacture of other piodu-rls in 
addition to milk food, the records shall clearly indicate the 
basis followed for apportionmout of the common overheads 
including head office expenses of the company to milk food 
activity and other activities. In case any expense included in 
the above categories of overheads can be identified with a 
particular activity/product such expenses shall be reg egated 
and charged to the relevant activity/product at the first in¬ 
stance and thereafter the common expenses under the above 
categories of overheads shall be apportioned on an equitable 
basis and applied consistently. Ovc;heads chargeable to capi¬ 
tal works shall be indicated separately in the cost records- 
Tho lecords shall be so mainatined that it shall be possible 
for the company to furnish the necessary details in the 
various annexures and pro forme. 

9. Conversion Cost.—Proper recoids shall be maintained 
for splitting up of conversion costs (the cost of manufacture 
less diiect material cost) into fixed and variable cost for 
iilling tJie relevant pro formae ia Schedule 11. 

10. Interest.—Proper records shall be maintained showing 
interest charges. The amount of interest shall be allocated 
to milk food and other activities on a reasonable and equit¬ 
able basis which shall be folloved consistently. The basis 
of such allocation shall be spelt out clearly in the milk food 
cost statements. Basis for further appointment of the share 
of interest for milk food to different sizes, grades and quali¬ 
ties thereof shall also be leasonable and equitable and the 
.same shall be followed consistently. 

It. Expenses on Export.—Proper records showing the ex¬ 
penses incurred on the export of milk food, if any. shall bo 
separately maintained so that the cost of export sales con 
be determined correctly. The expenses incurred on exports 
as well as any export incentive earned shall be reflected in 
the cost statement relating to export sales. The details shall 
be kepi In such a manner that it shall be possible for the 
company to fill up the relevant cost data as per protorma 
‘K’ of Schedule II. 

12. Malted Milk Food transferred for captive consump¬ 
tion.—Proper records shall be maintained showing the quan¬ 
tity and cost of milk food tiansferred to other depnrimcnti/ 
units of the company for self-consumption. Such transfer shall 
ordinarily bo effected at cost to be disclosed in the cost le- 
cords. If, however, the transfer of milk food Is made for 
captive consumption at a valuation other than cost, the no¬ 
tional profit or loss arising out of such transfer shall also be 
disclosed in the cost records. 

13. Work-In-Process and finished goods slock.—^The method 
followed for determining the cost of work in process and 
finished goods stock sh^l bo indicated in the cost records 
so as to reveal the cost elements that have beer, token into 
account in such computation. The cost of work-ln-process 
ahall, as far as possible. Include, in addition to direct mate¬ 
rial, dUe share of conversion cost. The method adopted shall 
be followed consistently. 

14. Cost Statements,—Sepaiafc cost statements shall be 
maintained In respect of each brand of milk food produced 
and for each type of pack as glas.s bottle, refill carton, tins 
etc. showing the actual cost of production and cost of sales 
in pro formae ‘F’ ‘G’ and 'J' of Schedule II respectively. For 
milk food exported, cost-cum-salcs realisation statement shall 
bo exhibited separately in Pro forma ‘K’ of Schedule II. and 
the same shall be excluded from the cost itatements meat 
for sale in the Internal market. 
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14(2). Transfer of finished product which forms the input 
for manufacture of subsequent product shall be made at the 
cost of production of such finished product. 

15. Reconciliation of cost and financial accounts. 

15(1). The cost records shall be reconciled periodically with 
the financial books of account so as to ensure accuracy on 
a quarterly as well as annual basis. The reconciliation shall 
be done in such a manner that the profitability of the product 
under reference can be correctly adudged and profit or lost 
of the product reconciled with the overall profits or losses 
of the company. 

15(2). A statement showing the total expenses incurred and 
the income received by the company and the share appli¬ 
cable to milk food activity shall be maintained in Pro fo^mae 
‘M’ and ‘N* of Schedule n. 

Ifi. Adjustment of Cost variances.—Where the company 
maintains cost records on any basis other than actuals, such 
as standard costing, the record shall indicate the method 
followed by the company in working out the coat of the 
products under such method. The method followed for ad¬ 
justing the cost variances in determining the actual cost of 
the product shall be Indicated clearly in the cost records. The 
cost variances shall be shown against the relevant beads in 
the respective pro formae of Schedule II. The reasons for 
variances shall be indicated in the cost records. 

17, Records of physical verification.—Records of physical 
verification shall be maintained in respect of all items held 
In stock such as raw materials, chemicals, machinery, spares, 
fuels, finished goods and fixed assets. Reasons for the short¬ 
ages Surpluses arising out of such verification and the method 
followed for adjusting the same in the coats of the product 
shall be indicated in the records,

3. Number of posts, qualification and scales of pay.—The 
number ot posts, their classification and tbe scales of pay 
attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of 
the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, aualificqiions, etc.— 
The meffiod of recruitment to the said pos.'s, age limit, 
qiialificafions and other matters relating to thc.se shall be 
as specified in columns 5 to 14 of the schedule aforesaid, 

I iahilitv cf perrons appointed as Peons to undergo 
training as Home Guards.—Notwithstanding anything con¬ 


tained in the.se rules, every person appointed as a peon under 
these rules shall undergo training as Home Guards for n 
period of 3 years : 

Provided that the Commandant General, Home Gurads, 
may having regard to thw performance and the standard of 
training, reduce such period to two years : 

Provided further that rea.sons for so doing shall be recor¬ 
ded in writing. 

6. Disqualifications.—No person,— 

(a) Who has entered into nr contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) Who having a spouse living, has entered into or 
Contracted a marriage with any person. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is pe''missible under the personal law 
applicable to such persons and the other party to the marri¬ 
age and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt 
any persons from the operation of these rules. 

7. Pwers to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is neo'ssary or excetlient so to do, it may, 
by an order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

8. Saving.—^Nothing in these rules shall affect rcse’'vation, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions '■equirrd to 
be nrovided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, 
Ex-scrviccmen and other special categories of persons in 
acco-'donce with the orders i.'sned bv the Central Govern¬ 
ment from time to time in tbls regard.
